Tbis mveiifcraa relates to surgical dress- 
ing^ and is especially concerned with a new 
form of surgical dressing. 

It is norma] practice nowadays to dose 
wounds such that they may focal by drawing 
15 the edges of the wound together by 
means of cups or suturing, or by covering 
the wound with adtiesrve plaster. When (ho 
wound has healed the cups or sutures am 
amoved or the plaster is peeled off. These 
4* floods nave disadvantages. The first, that 
of dipping or suturing the wound, has the 
disadvantage that the skm on either side of 
the wound is not drawn together unaformly 
so that m the first pdace healing is retarded! 
25 and secondly a uon4inear scar may remain. 
Tbe disadvantage of using a covering plaster 
is that air is not allowed to teach the 
wound. 

It is tho object of the present invention 

30 to provide a surgical dressing which may 
take the place of the above, which enables 
the skin on either side of the wound to be 
drawn -together uniformly, and which allows 
at least part of the wound to be exposed. 

35 According to the invention a surgical 
dressing comprises two strips of adhesive 
coated material, the first strip having a 
central aperture and the second strip having 
a portion of reduced width centrally thereof, 

40 the dressing being assembled by passing 
part hut not aH of the second strip Arougi

In one embodiment of the invention the 
first strip comprises two smaller strips (or 

45 sub-strips) joined together by two thin con-

The two strips arc preferably made by 
punching and cutting (torn a continuously 
formed length of adhesive coated material, 65 
and advantageously they aire of such shape, 
that the sarnie punch may be used to form 
both strips. Thus, in a preferred embody 
ment, the central aperture in the first strip 
fcas a shape compounded of two shapes 70 
which are cut or punched out of the second 
strip to form the reduced central portion 
thereof. For example, if the central aper- 
ture hi the first strip is elliptical in shape, 
Ae reduced central portion, or 'waist" of 75 
the second strip is produced by ^ranching 
out semi-elliptical portions from opposing 
edges of the central portion of the strip. la 
wtfber embodiment the central aperture of 
roe first strip is generally rectangular in 80 
«nape, preferably with rounded corners.
